THE BRITISH VICTORY AT . 
TRINKITAT. 


DEPAILS OF THE BATTLE, 

Tho following telegrams are taken from 
our American filus i— ‘ 

London, March Ist.-~Unolticial dispat- 
ches from Trinkitat stato that a battle raged 
all. day yesterday, .The rebuis fought des- 
perately, Immense numbers of them were 
shut. down. Tho’ British fought in an 
oblong: synare, and the rebels wore beaten 
at overy puin : : : 

Special dispatches to the Daily Telepraph 
confirm tho report that the British every- 
where were victorious in yestorduy’s bat- 
tle, 

Prinkitet, Marvel lst---Thursday night 
Gen, Graham's expedition encamped near 
Fort Baker. ‘ho troops were all asseniblud 
before sunset, except the Sixty-fifth Re- 
giment, which arrived at eiyht on Friday 
morning. The forces, about four thousand 
strony, formed in an oblong square, the 
front and rear being longor than the sides 
of the regimonts. Tho Gordon Highlanders 
forme | the ndyance with two gatling grins 
and one yariiner in the right corner and 
four gardiners and. one gatling in the left 
comer. Tho Righty-cighth Regiment form- 
ed tho right hand side of the square, the 
Black Watch Regiment in the roar. 
fongth of the front was 350 yards.” 

The Hussars acted as scouts, advancing 
in a semi-cirele 1,000 yards ahead, covering 
the front rnd flanks of the main force. 
The troups advanced over sand knowls and 
serulg for a mile from Port Baker along the 
ob road, when tho robels opened fire with 
Remington rifles: The runge was ao long 
that tho shots proved ineffective.. The 
rebels in swarms reachod. the high ground 
in front and on the flanks of the British 
army.” They retired stowly as the Enylish 
advanced, keeping about twelve’ hundred 
yards from.tho main: body of the English 
forces. . The British -cavalry followed, 
covering tho rear upon the left and formed 
in three lines, distant 900 yards fram the 
main body of the army. At 9.30 the gum 
Hout fired from Trinkitat, but the shells 
burst one uly short of the enemy’s posi- 
tion, ‘fhe cavalry and mounted infantry 
advanced on ‘tho loft to touch the rebels, 
who moved obstinatoly, though. not in- 
disposed to fight! ‘The infantry continucd 
to advanco steadily. - Two or three tines 
a halt was made. to allow tho sailors and 
artillery mon dragging the guns a rest. 

The ‘road toward Teb was studded with 
hundreds of corpses of Baker Pasha’s fugi- 
‘tives, filling the air with pollution, and 
around which swarms of carrion’ flies 
hovered. 

After advancing three miles the earth- 
works of the rebels came in sight. Guns 
wero mounted and ‘the standards wero 
flying, . 

-' Tho rebel fire had now alfnost ceased, 
oxcopt on the extreme right and left, The 
British stepped forth as if holding a pa- 
rade, tha bagpipe playing and the High- 
landers. johing cheerily. They. advanced 
till within 800 yards of the rebel position, 
where was an old sugar mill, surrounded hy 
lumber huts, and forthwith two guns were 
placed-in position. Sere a halt was order- 
ed and the scouts rejoined ‘the cavalry. 
Neither force seomed disposed to opan fire. 

‘Atlast ‘attention’ wes called, where- 
upon the rebels seeing the British move, 
bemin the battle with a‘sholl from» Krupp 
gin, which passed wide over the square. 
The noxt shots wero aimed with greater 
aceurncy, and shells burst close to the 
British,, wounding soveral, Tho robels 
maintained u raiding fusilade with small 
aris. 
janco surgeons were fully ocenpicd, The 
English advanced ateadly in squares, with- 
out anaworing the rebel fire till it passed 
north of the place of the rebel works. At 
this point a pieco of shell wounded Baker 
Pasha and tweaty men were hit. Afteran 
echelon of a thousand yards a halt waa 
ordered and the men directed to lic down, 
It was now noon, the day was clear and 
and winds dispersed the smoke of the rebel 
fire, disclosing the rabel’s movements. 

Thon the British opened fre and the 
rebel's fire rapidly slackened. An advance 
was at once ordered, ‘The troops rose and 
Approached the rcbel works. “Tho rcbela 
were in no military order, but held their 
position desperately,.  Thero were two 
thousand of them in front and hundreda on 
the sides of the. square, 

Asthe British advanced, firm, tho rebels 
rose within 100 yards, then rushed head- 
Jong with their spears upon the: British ling, 
Thoy fell dead, right and left. : Nono af 
them bolted, but fall back suddenly. 

Having cleared the ground in -front, the 
British attacked Fort Buynaby, and carried 
it, after a desparate fight, and they turned 
two Krupp guna against the enemy, but 
tho Arabs contested every inch, The 
British then stormed the brick building, 
and at ten otoluck’ the, rebels bolted, the 
Gatling guns ond Martin rifles, creating 
great haved ainong them. 

London, March Lst.-Liter advices from 
Trinkitat give the following information: 
The rebela were found in force with two 
guns mounted at an old fort, three miles 
from Fort Baker, - Firtug opened-on ‘both 
sides that lasted a long time.- The rebels 
were finally repulsed after 1,000 of them 
had. been killed...

doctors agreed waa chickenpox, Itun. 
fortunately spread, and quaranting has been 
going on for seven months, during which 
vighty. porsons have divd from the disoase 
in a population of 12,400, Tho whole nun- 
ber of deaths has‘hardly exceeded (ha aver. 
age, for the figures I give have been mide 
us large. as possitle by the native polico, 
muuty of the death being from other causes 
than this malady, which the crovles say is 
small-pox.
